Wc are the Senior Class of University High 
School. We have been writing our history for the 
last four years. Now it is ready. This is our 
story. 

It all began in 1952 when, as freshmen, we 
first came to U. High. After a few weeks of be¬ 
coming acquainted, we elected our class officers 
for the first time} Sam Danenbcrger was Presi¬ 
dent; David Bach, Vice President; Ann Greene, 
Secretary; and Ina Plotner, Treasurer, During 
the vacation between semesters, we gave our 
closed party, Flunkers Frolic. In March, the 
science classes went to Chicago, and we ended 
our first year by making the decorations for the 
class night party. 

The fall of 1953 found us, again, at U. 
High and glad to renew old friendships after the 
summer's vacation. In December, we gave an all¬ 
school Christmas party, which was followed by 
our closed party, when everyone was telephoned 
and asked to * 'Cone As You Are’ ’• We ended the 
y^ar by taking a trip to Hannibal, Missouri to 
see the home of Mark Twain.. Our officers for our 
second year were: Glenn Goetsch, President; 
Marcia Fagerburg, Vice President, Ina Plotner, 
Secretary; and Vicki Hall, Treasurer. 

In 1954, we wrote Part II of our history, 
for in that year we became upperclassmen. With 
Sam Danenberger as President; John Marxolf, Vice 
President; Mary Ruth Ritchie, Secretary; Kevin 
Moore, Treasurer; and Ann Greene as Selling 
Chairman; we began our busy year. We made money 
by selling at noon and at games, but our big 


projects were a chili supper and an ice cream 
social. We gave our class play, a mystery entit¬ 
led * * Th e Night of January 16th’*; and ordered 
six hundred orchids from Hawaii for our Prom, 

* ‘Orchids in the Moonlight’ ’ . 

Finally our big year, 1955-56 arrived. When 
the votes were counted, John Marzolf was Pres¬ 
ident, Shereie Stevens, Vice President; Marcia 
Fagerburg, Secretary; and Chuck Weinberger, 
Treasurer of our class. Our first project was 
the Senior Assembly, modeled after the radio 
program, 1 ‘Monitor*’, A week later we gave the 
first all-school party of the year 11 Autumn 
Leaves*’. 

All too fast the weeks passed, leaving 
Homecoming, football, the induction of members 
into the National Honor Society, and the excite¬ 
ment of basketball and wrestling only in memory. 
Some of us really proved ourselves actors when, 
in March, we presented our class play ‘‘Mrs. 
McThing’* as our last activity before spring 
vacation. The Junior-Senior Prom marked the be¬ 
ginning of the end. We started to realize how 
little time there was left for us to be seniors. 
Baccalaureate, Senior Skip Day, and Class Night 
filled our last week and on June 8, we wrote the 
final page of our history, Commencement. And one 
by one as we received our diplomas, we realized 
that we may never see some of our classmates 
again, as we go our separate ways. We are no 
longer an immediate part of this, our school. 
We, as alumni, now belong to the ages; our most 
precious years are gone.
